tio n o f this o ffice will be extended to enable them 
to preserve their claims. 
The act o f July 1, 1879, autho rizes settlers 
who se cro ps are destro yed by grassho ppers to be 
absent fro m their lands fo r a perio d no t exceed­ 
ing o ne year, with the right to resume and perfect 
> their settlement a* tho ugh no such absence had 
o ccurred. Hetjlers who are o bliged to leave o n 
acco unt o f the dro uth sho uld be prepared to ac­ 
co unt fo r their absence fro m this cause when they 
make final pro o f, but in such cases pro o f sho uld 
no t be o ffered until the law has been fully co m­ 
plied with after their return to the land. An en­ 
fo rced absence o n acco unt o f climatic reaso ns will 
nut imperil the claim, if th*1 fact is establish« ! 
when pro o f is made, and if pro o f is n« jt attempted 
to I*- made in advance o f the time when the resi­ 
dence, im pro v em ent and cultivatio n required by 
law can be satisfacto rily sho wn.
